The latter place is the site 
of one of tie United States naval sta- 
tions but it has not yet been occupied 
for that

Government officials while not de- 


nying that many people, and especial- 
ly the more ignorant classes, are un- 
easy, predict that matters will become 
quiet after a few heavy blows have 
been dealt the rebels. They character- 
ize the stoiles of disaffection among 
the government forces as inventions 
of the opposition newspapers and not 
woithy of denial.
